Councillor will 
encourage County 
to declare drought 
disaster

County Councillor Pat 
James said he will encourage 
County Councillors to de¬ 
clare the municipality a 
drought area at today's (July 
24) Council meeting. , 

Following the lead of 30- 
plus municipalities that have 
declared their boundaries as 
drought disaster areas. 
Mountain View County is 
likely make the move to raise 
public awareness of the situ¬ 
ation and to qualify for cer¬ 
tain programs. 

James, who sits on the Al¬ 
berta Agriculture Drought 
Disaster Committee, said re¬ 
cent information he has seen 
compiled by the province 
clearly shows it is time that 
Mountain View County takes 
the step. 

"I have seen a map that 
outlines the drought areas in 
red and all of Mountain View 
County now falls in the 
drought zone," he said. 

Initially the drought areas 
were more confined, but as 
the situation has worsened 
more areas have been se¬ 
verely affected. James said 
the situation has gotten so 
bad the entire province could 
be declared a drought disas¬ 
ter. 

Since it was announced 
publicly that James is sitting 
on the Drought Disaster 
Committee, he has received 
some phone calls with farm¬ 
ers explaining their situation 
or enquiring about what 
stage the committee is at. 

One ratepayer who feeds 
silage and grain to his cattle 
is in the situation now that 
he will likely have to silage 
all of his crop and buy grain 
to feed his cattle, he said. 

James said he expects all 
of the ratepayers in the 
County will be affected by the 
drought in one way or an¬ 
other some more than others. 

When asked if he thought 


some farmers would be forced 
from the business because of 
the weather, he hoped not but 
the reality of the situation 
might create that situation. 

"There might be some guys 
that won’t survive it," said 
James adding that older 
farmers might contemplate 
retirement after this year. 
"But it would be an awful 
time to sell out." 

James said he has heard 
Alberta could lose up to 30 
per cent of its cattle in the 
province at the end of the 
year. He said that will be a 
terrible blow to the cattle and 
feeding industry. 

Reeve Ian Harvie con¬ 
firmed councillors may decide 
Wednesday whether to de¬ 
clare an emergency. 

"What level will be dis¬ 
cussed, whether it will be to¬ 
tal or partial, it does vary in 
our municipality (the sever¬ 
ity of the drought)," said 
Harvie. 

"Substantially everybody 
is getting a third of the crop. 
There are some areas that are 
doing better than that. It de¬ 
pends when it got the rain 
and didn’t. For example, 
where I live, I got two inches 
and that has substantially 
picked up our pasture, not to 
typical years but at least it 
gives us another month of 
grazing anyhow. But other 
areas didn't receive that, and 
they are in bad shape. The 
heat this week is taking its 
toll too." 

Asked if there are many 
people in the county giving 
up their cattle, Harvie said, 
"There are a few people who 
have moved cattle, but not 
that I’m aware of, that they 
are totally out of feed. That 
hasn't been brought to my 
attention." 

The County is certainly not 
experiencing the same ex¬ 
treme drought conditions as 
northern Alberta areas, he 
said.

Didsbury businesses are 
likely to feel some impact 
from the drought farmers are 
facing, said the town's Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce chairperson 
last week. 

Marc Aubee said if farmers 
suffer, the businesses they 
support in Didsbury are likely 
to feel an affect too. 

"There will be a fairly sig¬ 
nificant affect. There will be 
a definite decrease in busi¬ 
ness," said Aubee. "It's too 


hard to tell yet what it will 
be.” 

"I think it can be seen as 
an economic downturn for the 
area." 

Aubee, who manages Fit¬ 
ness FX with his wife said he 
won't likely know what the 
toll will be like at the gym 
until probably January. 

"I think local businesses 
are going to realize it more, 
talk about it more in Septem¬ 
ber and October when farm¬ 
ers get their paychecks for 
their crops." 


Aubee said the Didsbury 
area is lucky that the 
economy is diversified and 
that people working in oil and 
gas, lumber, homebuilding 
and commuters from Calgary. 
He said that diversity will 
help keep business going in 
town. 

Aubee said he remembers 
some dry years in the past, in¬ 
cluding last year, but he said 
last minute rains have at 
least made some difference. 

"I don't ever remember a 
situation as bad as this."

“We are talking about a huge sig¬ 
nificant industry, yet it seems all the 
public hears about, through the me¬ 
dia, is whining farmers this or poor 
farmers that,” said Candace Vanin, 
land use analyst with Agriculture and 
Ag/Food Canada. 

She is passionate about heighten¬ 
ing the general public’s awareness of 
the truth about agriculture. 

“We truly believe agriculture is at 
a crossroads right now because we 
have such a large percentage of popu¬ 
lation that is non-agricultural and 
they are not aware of the role agri¬ 
culture plays in all our lives. These 
people are most often our decision 
makers,” says Vanin. 

She asks, do we, as a society value 
agriculture? 

Information and statistics available 
can only lead one to believe that, at 
this time, the answer is no. 

On average between 50,000 and 
60,000 acres of farmland are lost each 
and every year in Alberta, because of 
the current pace of development. 

And with 72 per cent of Alberta’s 
population living on the Highway 2 
corridor, the pace won’t be slowing 
any time soon. 

Alberta’s Environmentally sustain¬ 
able Agriculture did a needs assess¬ 
ment survey in 2000 asking what in¬ 
formation the general public would 
like to see or have pertaining to agri¬ 
culture and the results said most peo¬ 
ple didn’t want to know anything. 

“We have a horrendous task ahead 
of us to somehow help people under¬ 
stand and appreciate where their food 
comes from. 

“We have to get it through to them 
that if you eat, you are involved in 
agriculture.” 

Bringing agriculture into the new 
century will depend as much on the 
producer as it does the urbanite con¬ 
sumer, says Les Brost, chairman of 
Agrivantage. 

Agrivantage is a 10 member team 
comprised of representatives from the 
provincial government, Agriculture 
and Food Council, the community-at- 
large and the federal Department of 
Agriculture. 

Brost says the old adage in busi¬ 
ness, the customer is always right, is 
no different with agriculture. 

Brost, a farmer and rancher, says 
producers are as guilty of not talking 
as the consumers are of not listening. 

“The problem with us (producers) 


is we don’t talk to the public, we talk 
to suppliers but not our customers. 

“We need to kick down the silos and 
bring down the walls separating us 
from our customers,” said Brost. 

“Our customers have clearly told 
us they don’t want genetically modi¬ 
fied food yet we continue to try and 
convince them they should like it,” 
says Brost. 

In his opinion this backward think¬ 
ing is holding back agriculture. 
He gives an example. 

In Manitoba a group of hog produc¬ 
ers recognized a market for “hu¬ 
manely raised” pork. 

This group sat down with the Mani¬ 
toba Humane Society (a group many 
considered to be an enemy of hog pro¬ 
ducers) and developed production 
guidelines for pork that would meet 
with the Humane Society’s approval. 

“This is a clear example of produc¬ 
ers who went out and asked, what 
can we do to meet your approval?” 

Those producers met the criteria 
and created a specially labeled pork 
product that is now being sold at a 
25 per cent premium. The consumer 
demand has been so strong they are 
not able to meet it. 

“This revolutionary type of think¬ 
ing is what producers need to do to 


push the edges,” says Brost. 

“Rural Albertans need to reach out 
to urban Albertans and say, what is 
important to you, as our customers 
and neighbours?” 

Talking and raising the level of con¬ 
sciousness is one of two things that 
must happen agree Vanin and Brost. 

They were two of the many people 
who contributed to make recommen¬ 
dations for the Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, Shirley McClellan. 

The recommendations were a direct 
result of the Ag Summit held in Ed¬ 
monton at the beginning of 2000. 

The Summit was about determin¬ 
ing what needed to be done to bring 
the agriculture industry into this cen¬ 
tury. 

Thirteen teams were created to de¬ 
fine the problems and opportunities 
facing agriculture. They gathered in¬ 
formation, assessed it and made rec¬ 
ommendations that are now in the 
hands of McClellan. 

Part of those recommendations sug¬ 
gest further tools are needed, like bet¬ 
ter incentive programs to give produc¬ 
ers more options and the ability to 
make choices for a better future. 

Part two of a three part series look¬ 
ing at the state of Alberta’s agricul¬ 
ture industry. 


Imagine the

‘Slice it into four parts, three rep¬ 
resent the earth’s bodies of water. One 
piece represents land. 

*If the remaining piece were sliced 
in half again, one piece would 
represent land unsuitable or inhos¬ 
pitable for farming. 

“This leaves one eighth of the ap¬ 
ple to represent land used to live and 
grow food. 

‘Three quarters of the remaining 
apple (1/32 of total) represents soil 
too poor to produce food or land cov¬ 
ered by cities, roads and buildings. 

‘The remaining 1/32 of the apple 
represents the portion of earth where 
food can grow. 

‘Then peel, on that piece, repre¬ 
sents the thin layer of top soil used 
in the production of land.

There has been no validity to the story but experts have 
stated the story is a reflection of the frustration and anxiety 
of what people are going through.

This is the second year in a row that dry weather has domi¬ 
nated headlines in newspapers and has been the subject of 
first-run stories on the six o’clock news. 

It is depressing to watch our friends and neighbours going 
through a hard time such as they are now and even more 
frustrating that it is a problem that only patience may fix. 

Hopefully the worst is now. 

Hopefully farmers are able to get through this. 

Hopefully it will rain.

WILD ROSE REPORT 

Farmers able to defer income

As we near the mid-point of 
summer there are two issues I 
would like to report to the resi¬ 
dents of Wild Rose. 

First is the tax deferral des¬ 
ignation for farmers. Section 
80.3 of the income Tax Act al¬ 
lows farmers who sell part of 
their breeding herd due to 
drought conditions in desig¬ 
nated regions to defer a portion 
of sale proceeds to the follow¬ 
ing year. 

To defer income, the breed¬ 
ing herd must have been reduced 
by at least 15 per cent. Thirty 
per cent of income from net sales 
can be deferred if the breeding 
herd has been reduced by at 
least 15 per cent, but less than 
30 per cent. Where the herd 
has been reduced by 30 per cent 
or more, 90 per cent of income 
from net sales can be deferred. 

Proceeds from deferred sales 
are included as income in the 
next tax year, when they may 
be at least partially offset by the 
cost of reacquiring breeding 
animals. In the case of consecu¬ 
tive years of drought designa¬ 
tion, producers may deter sales 
income to the first year in 
which the area is no longer des¬ 
ignated. Details of tax deferral 
provision are provided in the 
Canada Customs and Revenue 


Agency's tax Guide on Farming 
income. 

Drought regions are desig¬ 
nated on the advice of the Fed¬ 
eral Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food to the Minister of 
Finance. Canada Customs and 
Revenue Agency requires that 
designated areas have recog¬ 
nized geo-political boundaries, 
ie. municipalities and counties, 
for administrative purposes. 

Discussions with industry 
representatives in 1990 led to 
a decision that tax deferral 
would only be requested if 
drought impact was significant. 
"Significant" was defined as for¬ 
age yields of less than 50 per 
cent of the long-term average, 
and an area that is large 
enough to have an impact on 
the industry. Impacts on indi¬ 
vidual municipalities would not 
result in a designation. 

Livestock producers have 
also indicated a strong prefer¬ 
ence for designation to take 
place as early as possible to 
provide them with the informa¬ 
tion needed to make fall and 
winter management decisions. 

A preliminary drought des¬ 
ignation can usually be done in 
September if it appears that the 
criteria will be met. Since for¬ 
age yield information is not fi¬ 
nal until later in the year, pre¬ 
liminary designation is made 


primarily on the basis of spring 
moisture and summer rainfall, 
supplemented with estimates of 
forage yield. 

Assessments of areas are re¬ 
viewed in discussions with fed¬ 
eral and provincial staff. Final 
decisions and any needed ad¬ 
justments are made when all 
forage yield information is 
available, usually in December. 

Only drought-induced im¬ 
pacts are considered in the des¬ 
ignation of eligible areas for tax 
deferral. Its important to note 
that for the process to begin 
each county or municipality 
must declare itself a disaster 
region. 

Second, is an up-date on the 
Queen's Golden Jubilee Medals. 
I am pleased to report that my 
office received over 60 nomina¬ 
tions for the 20 medals to be 
awarded. 

All those nominated were 
deserving of the honour. It was 
a difficult decision for the 5 
member selection committee, 
but they were able to recom¬ 
mend 20 individuals who had 
exhibited distinguished service 
or made a significant contribu¬ 
tion to their fellow citizens, 
community or to Canada. I will 
be pleased to announce the win¬ 
ners early this fall when the 
Governor General’s office pro¬ 
duces their final list.

Didsbury’s population is getting older says census

Didsbury’s population is 
getting older and is now 
slightly above the national 
average, according to num¬ 
bers released by Statistics 
Canada last week. 

Didsbury’s median age was 


listed in the 2001 census at 
37.4 years, up 1.9 years from 
1996 census numbers when 
the median age was 35.5. 

Sherry Wallace, a Statis¬ 
tics Canada communication 
manager for the region, said 
while the numbers are up 
slightly in Didsbury it doesn't 


accurately reflect some 
changes in certain age 
groups. 

The age group of 20-65, 
which she described as the 
working age group increased 
by 16 per cent over the last 
four years. 

The older portion of that 



bracket, from 45-65, rose even 
more dramatically by 30.5 per 
cent. 

It was released earlier this 
year that Didsbury's total 
population rose from 3,553 to 
3,932 - a 10.7 per cent in¬ 
crease. 

Also released last week 
through Statistics Canada 
were the numbers of males 
versus females in Didsbury. 
Numbers were very similar to 
the last census. 

There are 94.55 men per 
hundred women in Didsbury. 
Five years ago the number 


was 94.67 men per hundred 
woman. 

Total numbers were pegged 
at 1,910 males to 2,020 fe¬ 
males - a difference of 110. 

Lifespan number seem to 
the be the major reason for 
the age differences as there 
are 55 women over 85 in Dids¬ 
bury compared to 30 men. 
There are 95 men between the 
ages of 75-84 versus 130 
women. 

Wallace said more results 
regarding the census are ex¬ 
pected to come out later this 
year.

When we have visitors from another country they 
always go home with photos of Elevators. Sometimes 
they specifically request that they be taken to an 
elevator, sometimes they just tap you on the shoul¬ 
der and say, “please may we stop here for a picture.” 
Elevators are one of the primary symbols of West¬ 
ern Canada. Elevators are to the prairies what wind¬ 
mills are to Holland, and the pyramids are to Egypt. 
In a landscape as vast as ours they have been the 
one thing that stands out on the horizon to mark a 
settlement. They remind us that grain farming is 
the backbone of the Prairie economy and they are 
uniquely ours. Once every prairie town had an el¬ 
evator with the town name proudly painted on it’s 
side, now of the 1759 that stood sentinel and flanked 
roads in Alberta, only 40 remain, and if they were 
alive they would be classed as a severely endangered 
species. It’s not too difficult to reconstruct a one 
room school or a blacksmith shop or a general store 
so that new generations can learn hands on Alberta 
history but how likely is it that a struggling His¬ 
torical Society will reconstruct an elevator? When 
the elevators are gone they will really be “gone”. 

Grain elevators are closely tied to prairie settle¬ 
ment. As soon as we began to grow wheat in an 
amount sufficient for export we needed a better way 
of handling it. In the late 1800’s farmers brought 
grain, usually in sacks, to loading platforms along 
the railway, and loaded it manually into cars. It 
topk an awful lot of backbreaking work to fill a car. 
aI farms grew larger, and production increased, the 
rallways often could not provide enough box cars at 
t he right time and place and the system bogged down. 
The problems now were how to store large amounts 
of grain at the station until a box car became avail¬ 
able and how could they speed up the loading? There 
were large grain warehouses in use in Minnesota 
and The Dakotas by the 1870s and by 1879 a round, 
silo shaped elevator was built at Niverville, Mani¬ 
toba. In 1881 The Ogilvie Milling Co. built the first 
rectangular model at Gretna, Manitoba. In 1884 
the CPR began building it's own terminal elevators 
at Fort William but they couldn’t afford to build el¬ 
evators everywhere so to encourage private compa¬ 
nies to get into the business they offered free rent to 
any company who would build an elevator along the 
railway. As an added incentive the CPR promised to 
only accept grain from the elevator agent. This ex¬ 
cluded the farmer so the railway and grain compa¬ 
nies held the monopoly in grain trade and this is 
probably the origin of the phrase, "damn the CPR.” 

In 1913 Standard specifications were adopted and 
elevators remained pretty well the same size and shape 
for the next 50 years. By 1916 there were over 300 
elevator companies. A few of them were British, sev¬ 
eral of them were American but most were Cana¬ 
dian owned. When the CN and the Grand Trunk 
Railways became established they also encouraged 
companies to get into the elevator business and by 
1900 there were about 330 elevators in Manitoba 
and 88 in the Northwest Territories (Alberta and 
Sask.) By 1910 there were 707 in Manitoba, 1004 in 
Saskatchewan and 285 in Alberta. At about this time 
dissatisfied farmers began to form their own compa¬ 
nies, United Grain Growers, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta Co-operatives and the Wheat Pools. By 1938 
there were 5,758 elevators. 

With the Depression many farm families gave up, 
towns became deserted, elevators stood empty. When 
things picked up again grain handling facilities that 
had been designed for horse drawn wagons were not 
efficient for big trucks and good roads made it easier 
to travel longer distances to better facilities. The 
last of the giant dinosaurs began it’s trek toward 
extinction. 

Saving the elevator in Carstairs is not practical. 
Having children is not practical. Health Care for 
seniors is not practical. So few of the really impor¬ 
tant things in life are practical. I hope Carstairs 
can save it’s elevator and who knows, rare as eleva¬ 
tors are getting to be Carstairs may become famous 
because they had the foresight to keep theirs alive.

Rumours of Auction Marts turning away cattle 
are not true say Olds Auctioneer Greg Sanderson. 

Rumors of auction markets turning away cattle 
for lack of buyers are scaring people, when it just 
isn’t true, said Sanderson after last week's auction 
day, July 17. 

"People are scared, rumours are circulating but 
any auction mart I know of is not turning away 
cattle." 

Sanderson said it is true conditions in this area 
are bad, but not as bad as conditions north of Moun¬ 
tain View County. 

Local farmers and ranchers are starting to cull 
herds in our area where up north producers are 
selling entire herds. 

"They are selling their livelihoods -where will 
their income come from next year because the fac¬ 
tory has now been sold." 

Cow/calf pair prices are being driven down. Pairs 
are getting between $900 and $1,150 where last 
year's prices brought $1,500 or $1,600. 

He said if it rains, producers will want to buy 
them back and prices will soar. There will be a high 
demand for cattle when and if this cycle comes to 
an end. For now cow/calf pairs are being split up at 
the auction mart. Calves are going to feedlots or 
farms who can sustain them and cows are going to 
slaughter. 

Sanderson said normally, at this time of year 
very few cattle are going through markets. He saw 
an increase of cattle being sold last year at this 
time but this year conditions are worse and farm¬ 
ers are culling more of their herd. 

"Last year they culled and this year they are cull¬ 
ing harder. We are seeing pretty good cows that 
normally you wouldn't see on the market, they 
would be on the farm. We are lucky this is only 
culling, up north they are selling the herd." 

Sanderson also reported the price of hay is soar¬ 
ing and feed is scarce. 

Right now Olds Auction Mart is getting any hay 
or straw from the Lethbridge area and it is selling 
anywhere from $140 to $200 per tonne. 

"Usually we are shipping the hay to Lethbridge 
and normally we aren't selling it this early. We don't 
know what the price will peak at." 


Greg Sanderson, Olds Auction Mart Auctioneer, said there will be a high demand for cattle once conditions 
change.

QUESTION: Generally speaking, what kind of disci¬ 
pline do you use with a teen-ager who is habitually miser¬ 
able to live with? 

DR. DOBSON: The general rule is to use action — 
not anger — to reach an understanding. Any time you 
can get teen-agers to do what is necessary without be¬ 
coming furious at them, you are ahead of the game. Let 
me provide a few examples of how this might be accom¬ 
plished: 

(1) In Russia, I’m told that teen-agers who are con¬ 
victed of using drugs are denied driver’s licenses for years. 
It is a very effective approach. 

(2) When my daughter was a teen-ager, she used to slip 
into my bathroom and steal my razor, my shaving cream, 
my toothpaste or my comb. Of course, she never brought 
them back. Then after she had gone to school, I would 
discover the utensils missing. There I was with wet hair 
or “fuzzy” teeth, trying to locate the confiscated items in 
her bathroom. It was no big deal, but it was irritating. 
Can you identify? I asked Danae a dozen times not to do 
this, to no avail. Thus, the phantom struck without warn¬ 
ing one cold morning. I hid everything she needed to put 
on her “face,” and then left for the office. My wife told me 
she had never heard such wails and moans as were ut¬ 
tered that day. Our daughter plunged desperately through 
bathroom drawers looking for her toothbrush, comb and 
hair dryer. The problem never resurfaced. 

(3) A family living in a house with a small hot-water 
tank was continually frustrated by their teen-ager’s end¬ 
less showers. Screaming at him did no good. Once he was 
locked behind the bathroom door, he stayed in the steamy 
stall until the last drop of warm water had been drained. 
Solution? In mid-stream, Dad stopped the flow of hot wa¬ 
ter by turning a valve at the tank. Cold water suddenly 
poured from the nozzle. Junior popped out of the shower 
in seconds. Henceforth, he tried to finish bathing before 
the faucet turned frigid. 

(4) A single mother couldn’t get her daughter out of 
bed in the morning until she announced a new policy: The 
hot water would be shut off promptly at 6:30 a.m. The 
girl could either get up on time or bathe in ice water. An¬ 
other mother had trouble getting her 8-year-old out of 
bed each morning. She then began pouring bowls of fro¬ 
zen marbles under the covers with him each morning. They 
gravitated to wherever his body lay. The boy arose quite 
quickly. 

(5) Instead of standing in the parking lot and scream¬ 
ing at students who drive too fast, school officials now 
put huge bumps in the road that jar the teeth of those 
who ignore them. It does the job quite nicely. 

(6) You as the parent have the car that a teen-ager needs, 
the money that he covets and the authority to grant or 
withhold privileges. If push comes to shove, these chips 
can be exchanged for commitments to live responsibly, 
share the workload at home and stay off little brother’s 
back. 

This bargaining process works for younger kids, too. I 
like the “one-to-one” trade-off for television viewing time. 
It permits a child to watch one minute of television for 
every minute spent reading. The possibilities are endless 
and they don’t depend on anger, threats and unpleasant- 


QUESTION: Having a child diagnosed with attention 
deficit disorder can paint a pretty bleak picture. Is there 
anything good you can tell us? 

DR. DOBSON: There are some advantages to having 
attention deficit disorder (ADD). In a sense, even the word 
“disorder” is misleading because the syndrome has many 
positive features. 

As Time reported. “(ADD adults) see themselves as crea¬ 
tive; their impulsiveness can be viewed as spontaneity; 
hyperactivity gives them enormous energy and drive; even 
their distractibility has the virtue of making them alert 
to changes in the environment. 

Kids with ADD are wild, funny, effervescent. They have 
lots of life.” 

Let’s not forget, also, that ADD can be treated success¬ 
fully in many cases.

Stan Wawzonek is cycling 
across Canada to raise aware¬ 
ness of Drug Abuse Resist¬ 
ance Education - D.A.R.E. 

His goal is to spread the 
D.A.R.E and Wawzonek, 60, 
hopes his efforts will mean 
every student in this country 
has the opportunity to be¬ 
come a D.A.R.E. graduate. 

His journey began in St. 
Johns, Newfoundland, April 
30 and he is determined to 
end it in Victoria, B.C, July 
31. 

This is Wawzonek's third 
time to bike from coast to 
coast of this great nation. The 
first two times, in 1997 and 
1999, he rode to raise aware¬ 
ness for veterans. This time, 
he wanted to do the trip again 
for police officers. When he 
discussed this his hometown 
Sergeant in Brantford, Ont. 
the sergeant suggested he 
chose a cause police advocate. 

"I wanted to raise aware¬ 
ness of the role police play in 
our lives. 

"They endure tragedies 
that I don't think we appreci¬ 
ate. The sergeant asked me to 
do it for D.A.R.E. and I 
agreed," said Wawzonek. 

He knew of the program 
because his grandson gradu¬ 
ated it and when he re¬ 
searched the program he was 
convinced every school 
should include it in their cur¬ 
riculum. 

D.A.R.E. is a 17 week pro¬ 
gram for Grades 5 and 6. Stu¬ 
dents spend one hour per 
week with a Police D.A.R.E. 
instructor learning about the 
effects of smoking, drinking 
and drug abuse. 

Olds RCMP detachment 
has three officers trained to 
instruct D.A.R.E., Constables 
Pat Chornoby, Cindee Moore 


and Ken Beard. Didsbury 
RCMP detachment has Const. 
Gloria Wipf, currently there 
is no one trained to instruct 
the program at Sundre’s de¬ 
tachment so their school will 
not receive instruction. 

The course teaches stu¬ 
dents to build life skills and 
gain the self confidence to say 
no to harmful substances. 

Although the program was 
originally implemented in Los 
Angeles in 1983, Beard said 
the material covered is rel¬ 
evant for rural communities 
too. "Drugs and violence are 
prevalent in all areas and all 
kids are feeling the pres¬ 
sures.” 

Wawzonek also believes 
that students in the DARE 
program have a better rela¬ 
tionship with law enforce¬ 
ment, Beard agrees. 

"This is a fantastic way to 


bridge the gap between us and 
the students, and build a good 
relationship with law en¬ 
forcement agencies," said 
Beard. 

When Wawzonek re¬ 
searched the program by at¬ 
tending four DARE gradua¬ 
tions he noticed a good bond 
between police and students. 

"The first thing I noticed 
was how much respect these 
kids have for their D.A.R.E. 
instructors,” said Wawzonek. 

He wants every community 
to share in the success of this 
program and that is why he 
isn't asking for donations he 
is asking people to support 
the program financially. 

"I want everyone to have 
this program, if you do, sup¬ 
port it, if you don't get a board 
together to get the funding 
necessary to get the pro¬ 
gram.”

Support group eases adjustment to special needs children

“Until you’ve had a special 
needs child, there’s no compari¬ 
son to how you would raise 
them...,” says Cindy Crawford, 
parent and founder of the re¬ 
cently-formed support group in 
town specifically designed for 
parents with special needs chil¬ 
dren. 

Crawford learned of her 
son’s special needs problems 
only recently. “My son is just 
three-years-old. At first he was 
diagnosed with Global Develop¬ 
mental Delays - which means 
he is developmental^ delayed 
in all areas, but now they are 
doing tests to check for autism. 


I didn’t know what to do at 
first...it’s almost like you go 
through a period of mourning.” 

To help cope with the influx 
of questions she had about how 
to care for her son and adjust 
to the changes in her family’s 
life, Crawford decided to start 
a support group locally. “The 
three reasons I decided to start 
this group was as a resource 
for parents to obtain informa¬ 
tion about their child’s problem 
and to learn about funding op¬ 
portunities that may be avail¬ 
able. Second was to offer sup¬ 
port and advice to one another 
and third was to make avail¬ 


able a number of guest speak¬ 
ers who could come out and 
speak to us on helpful ways to 
work with our children.” Some 
of the guest speakers who have 
attended the group's bi-weekly 
meetings so far include Occu¬ 
pational Therapists and Nutri¬ 
tionists. 

To assist with any medical 
issues that may arise from the 
group, Crawford has arranged 
to have Early Childhood Nurse, 
Jackie Schaffer, attend meet¬ 
ings as well. “She’s a wonder¬ 
ful resource to have on the 
health side of things,” says 
Crawford. 


The “Parents with Special 
Needs Children” Support 
Group meets the first and third 
Thursdays of each month at 
7:00 pm in the Conference 
Room of the Hospital. All are 
welcome. For further informa¬ 
tion, please contact either 
Cindy Crawford at 335-8696, 
Cindy Tippe at 335-4123, or 
Jackie Schaffer at 335-7275. 

“I want to be able to help my 
son, yes...but it’s more than 
that. I also want to be able to 
advocate support to other par¬ 
ents.

Despite losing 11-5 to the Amisk Astros in a semi-final 
game of the Baseball Alberta Midget “A” provincials held in 
Olds over the weekend, the Olds Chiefs can be proud of their 
accomplishments. 

“There is no shame in losing,” said Chiefs’ Head coach, 
Ernie Olson in a post game interview. 

This was our only loss in the championship tournament 
and the players took it pretty hard,” added Olson 

To qualify for semi-final play, the Chiefs won three straight 
games defeating the St. Paul Rebels 19-9, the Athabasca Car¬ 
dinals 20-15 and the Rocky Sun Devils 20-13. 

“Winning all three of our qualifying games was awesome,” 
indicated Olson, noting the team received great pitching, 
timely hitting and excellent defensive play. 

Against the Astros, the Chiefs opened up an early 3-0 lead 
on a home run from Jeff Smyth in the first inning. The Astros 
closed the gap to 3-2 after the second inning and the Chiefs 
held a 4-3 lead after three innings of play. 

With the Chiefs holding a slim 5-4 lead at the end of four 
innings of play, the Astros broke the game open in the top of 
the fifth inning by scoring three runs on a bases loaded triple 
by pitcher Dale Norton. 

They added two more runs before the inning concluded. 
Although the Chiefs were able to occupy the bases in the final 
two innings, they were unable to cross the plate as the Astros 
snuffed out two drives by turning a couple of timely double 
plays. 

“We started the game strong, but couldn’t get any runs in 
the final innings,” added Olson, noting the Astros got some 
lucky bounces in the game and the Chiefs couldn’t find a break. 

Norton went the distance for the Astros while the Chiefs 
sent James Hawkins, Andrew Fahlman and Ryan Barrett to 
the mound. 

In their first game against St. Paul, Barrett picked up the 
win in a game postponed in the sixth inning because of high 
winds. The teams finished the game on Saturday morning 
before the regular scheduled games. 

Jason Olson was the pitcher of record against Athabasca 
and Mark Smyth recorded the win against Rocky, who ad¬ 
vanced to the final game with an 11-7 win over the Czar Ti¬ 
gers in the other semi-final game. 

According to Olson, the Chiefs wanted to make the champi¬ 
onship game but fate held the trump card in their advance¬ 
ment. 

“To make it to the semi-finals in this tournament was quite 
an accomplishment for the players.” Olson noted, indicating 
the Chiefs were the first Olds Midget team to qualify for the 
provincials in five years. 

“Wo are a fairly young team and the experience of playing 
in the provincials will help us next year,” Olson added. 

With nine players returning to the Chiefs roster next sea¬ 
son, Olson is confident the team will be very competitive. 

“The players have had a taste of playing in the provincials 
and I am sure they will want to be here next year,” explained 
Olson. 

The nucleus of the Chiefs was comprised of players from 
Olds and the roster was bolstered with additions from Car- 
stairs, Didsbury and Innisfail. 

Four games in the provincial tournament were held in 
Innisfail. 

“On behalf of the players and coaches I would like to thank 
everyone involved with the team for making it a rewarding 
and awesome year,” concluded Olson.
